since the Royal North West Mount- 
ed Police were dispatched to oust 
American whiskey traders from Ft.

Airwaves ahoy 


Pirate radio stations are easy to launch 


BY WENDY BOULDING a written request to terminate 
broadcasting is sent. This is fol- 
lowed by violation tickets, and if 
. broadcasting is still occurring two 
years after the initial request then 
legal action is taken. 

It is safe to say that even though 
there are laws prohibiting unli- 
censed broadcasting, the CRTC 
does not take low-powered broad- 
casters too seriously. 

Robert Kozinuk, a promoter of 
low-power broadcasting who was 
recently in Edmonton conducting 
a workshop on building transmit- 
ters, believes the under 10 watt 
broadcasting that he promotes is 
not illegal because, in his opin- 
ion, the laws governing 
low-powered broadcasting are 
undefined. He also thinks that the 
need for pirate radio stations is 
growing as more and more people 
become dissatisfied with what is 
offered to them on the airwaves. 





i you have $100 and a strong 
belief in free speech, pirate ra- 
dio is within your grasp. Swift 
changes in accessible technology 
over the last decade, combined with 
society’s growing skepticism and 
anger towards the media have kick- 
started pirate radio. 

Many people believe access to all 
media is necessary to guarantee | 
democracy. In the case of pirate 
radio, the essential item is a trans- | 
mitter. 

A two-watt transmitter can be 
easily made at home. Necessary 
tools include: a soldering iron, a 
blade knife, small needlenose pli- 
ers, small wire cutters, a plastic TV 
tuning tweeker, and a volt/ohme- 
ter. The parts needed to build the 
transmitter are: a circuitboard, re- 
sistors, capacitors, inductors, 
tuning coils, diodes, a voltage reg- 
ulator, and transistors. A battery 
can be used as the power source, 
and something as simplistic as a 
coat hanger can be used as an an- 
tenna. Virtually all ofthe parts can 
be bought at an electronics store. 
Transmitter kits are also available. | 


Two-way thing 


“I think people like to be heard 
and like to use the other end of the 
media that has been taken away 
from them. Radio was originally in- 
vented to be a two-way thing. 
Corporations realized they could 
make money from radio and it be- 
came a one-way medium. People are 
waking up and realizing radio should 
be two-way. People want a say in 
what is on the air and they should 
have a right to,” _Kozinuk said. 

In his attempt to educate people 
on the advantages of self-broad- 
casting, Robert Kozinuk also tells 
of the harsh effects radiation from 
large transmitters has on our phys- 
ical well-being.

Strict airwaves 


The CRTC is very strict when it 
comes to regulating the airwaves in 
this country. Broadcasting licenses 
are defined by the power of the 
transmitter. Anyone broadcasting 
with a transmitter with the power 
of one watt or greater, and who 
does not have a broadcasting li- 
cense, is breaking the law. But the 
CRTC doesn’t seem to notice low- 
powered broadcasters. However,

Unlike the United States and 
Europe, Canadian pirate broadcast- 
ers are motivated more by the 
entertainment, artistic, and inform- 
ative aspects of this medium and 
less by political displeasure. 

Local broadcaster Mike Ewanus 
takes his interest beyond commer- 
cial radio. His show on campus 
station CJSR allows him freedom to 
do the kind of shows he wants, but 
there are limitations. In the past he 
has entered the unrestricted arena 
of pirate radio by doing infrequent 
broadcasts. 


Radio busking 


“My impetus is to recreate media 
and I learn about media by doing 
it,” he stated. “I’m interested in 
disseminating ideas and alternative 
modes of communication. I want 
to do some broadcasting on the 
street and getting people off the 
street involved in the broadcast. It 
would bea form of radio busking.”

Shawn Pinchbeck also has a keen 
interest in pirate radio. Since the 
uses of low-powered broadcasting 
are endless, depending on one’s

With the use of a two-watt trans- 
mitter, performances can be 
broadcast from the venue to neigh- 
bouring listeners. The transmitter 
can also be used as an extension of 
the performance and allow the au- 
dience to interact by choosing their 
preferred audio soundtrack. 

Various elements of pirate radio 
appeal to Pinchbeck. Besides the 
options it gives him to enhance his 
performances, he also likes the con- 
cept of “people being able to 
express their ideas and opinions in 
a very free and open way.” 

Added Pinchbeck, “You never 
know who couldbe listening. You 
can turn on your transmitter at 
any time and do whatever your 
schtick is and you don’t know if 
anyone is listening. That is the 
fun of pirate radio.” 

Many factors determine whether 
a broadcast can be heard. In the 
most favorable of situations a two- 
watt transmitter can be heard as far 
as seven kilometers away. Mike Lav- 
erdiere, who has been frequently 
broadcasting for three and a half 
years, tells a story about how he 
and his friends discovered they 
were being heard. 

“My friend Steve was broadcast- 
ing on the station one night and he 
gave out his phone number and 
said that if anyone called in they 














could win a bag of chips. Someon, 
who had been driving by happene, 
to tune inand he called.

Instead, Baron, who spent a 
childhood in poverty in England, 
became fascinated with why peo- 
ple kept living a life of mediocrity. 
After discovering that “an inner 
sccipt within the mind” was respon- 
sible for dictating living patterns, 
he shared the idea with friends until 
public demand for his ideas made 
it lucrative enough for him to lead 
group discussions. 

His personal faith in the theories 
that pulled him out of squalor were 
put to the test in June, 1980, when 
a mountain climbing accident in 
B.C. resulted in massive facial inju- 
ries that required at least three years 
of reconstructive surgery. 

A 120-foot drop, a face smashed 
to bits, blood everywhere — Baron 
walked away from the accident. The 
psychological wounds were tough- 
er to deal with, but Baron claims he 
was able to overcome that barrier. 

“There’s within us as human be- 
ings, a spirit or whatever you want 
to call it, that drives us to go be- 
yond that ‘script.’ It drives us to be 
authentic, to live as natural human 
beings, beyond what we're told we 
are.” 

Baron compares a “script” to a 
“one-man police force” propelled 
by the human ego. “Ifyou are oper-

Three basic needs 


There is a serious, clinical side 
to him as well. Before his accident, 
Baron specialized in treating 
abused women. And with scientific 
elan, the psychologist claims that 
three basic needs are required for 
survival: nutrients (air, food and 
water), stimulus (he sees TV as a 
perfect example) and love. In many 
cases, he believes negative applica- 
tions of the latter two ingredients 
result in a lack of human growth. 

“If we compromise, we compro- 
mise ourselves,” he says. “That's 
why I’m saying we've got to get 
beyond those three basic needs into 
the positive end of those three ba- 
sic needs. That’s how the game 
works.” f

Potato appellations 


Ask the name of the potatoes you buy. As you get to know 
them, you will discover that potatoes have a fascinating 
range of colors, flavors and textures. 


Russet Burbank: Once called Netted Gem, for the 
fine net-pattern of its skin. Fine potato for baking or 
french fries. Dry, white. 

Yukon Gold: Moist, yellow flesh looks and tastes 
like it has lots of butter on it. Flavorful and very 
popular. 

Superior: Early, white, not as dry as Russet Burbank. 

Red Norland: Red-skinned, with moist flesh and 
good keeping qualities. 

Shepedy: Dry, white french fry potato with smooth 
skin. 

Bintji: An old Dutch variety similar to Yukon Gold. 

Caribe: Purple Potato with very white flesh. Good for 
mashing. 

Banana: Asmall potato with a strong flavour, good for 
boiling and salads. Moist, firm. 








You can sample potato dishes of all kinds at the potato 
festival held in the Old Strathcona farmer's market every 
January. And thanks to Wanda Klimke and Wally Reiz, you 
can try out some of those potato recipes yourself. Over the 
past three years, Klimke and Reiz have collected enough 
recipes from vendors at the market to produce The Olde 
Strathcona Potatoe Recipe Book. Among these is: 


CARAMEL POTATOES 
Maplewood Acres Market Garden and 
Greenhouse 


5 cups small banana potatoes (or small regular pota- 
toes). Boil until just able to prick with a fork. Drain. 

In a frying pan, melt 2 tablespoons margarine, add 
3 tablespoons brown sugar. Heat until a syrup forms. 

Add potatoes and roll around in syrup until 
nicely coated. 

(Adapted from The Olde Strathcona Potatoe Reci- 
pe Cookbook) 


This sweet side-dish is even better sprinkled with a 
savory herb such as rosemary. And it makes a good snack 
for children who claim they don’t like potatoes —the 
caramel is an enticement. 
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move their potato patch every year, 
never planting in the same place 
twice. Theirs is obviously a labor of 
love. 

In Prince Edward Island, where 
potatoes are agribusiness, farmers 
are preparing for the harvest, re- 
pairing machinery and killing tops. 

Killing tops? Like onions, pota- 
toes are harvested when the plant 
that produced them has died down 
to the ground. The tubers are a kind 
of edible storehouse, so the death of 
the plant is their finest hour. Ironic, 
this morbid trait in such a humble 
and comforting vegetable. 

But then death is a persistent 
theme in the harvesting of pota- 
toes. In fact, rather than let nature 
take its course, many farmers ac- 
tively destroy their potato plants 
by mowing them down or by spray- 
ing a herbicide over the fields when 
the tubers near maturity. This cau- 
ess the tubers to bulk up, and 
dramatically shortens the growing 
season. 

By the time the potato harvest is 
in full swing a few weeks later, the 
verdant world of the farm is gone. 
All day and into the night. pieces of 


equipment the size of small house, 
glitter and lumber across fields lik. 
a city on the move. Early morning 
fog lifts away to reveal devastate, 
land the color ofblood. It is impos. 
sible not to cringe a little at the 
wreck of the land and the bounty in 
the warehouses. Fall harvest is bir. 
tersweet, and the potato is the 
quintessential fall vegetable. 

Like the Petruks, Doug Visser of 
Riverbend Gardens is “sensitive to 
the perceptions people have abou: 
eating chemicals.” Doug and Wes 
Visser farm 30 acres of potatoes, 
some of which they sell commer. 
cially. Though it is more difficul: 
ona larger scale, they still try to use 
gentle methods of crop manage. 
ment, mowing tops, for instance, 
rather than spraying with herbi. 
cide. 

We are lucky to have access in 
Edmonton to the produce of many 
smaller-scale potato farmers, peo- 
ple who care about the methods 
they use and who like to experi- 
ment by growing unusual varieties. 
To taste their harvest is to discover 
a new vegetable that is anything 
but boring. © 


Going veggie in the ‘90s

Es year in North America, over 
one million people do some- 

thing which, even in the ‘90s, is 
sometimes looked upon with a 
raised eyebrow, and can also pose 
serious health risks if not done 
properly. 

They become vegetarians. 

Despite the growing numbers of 
vegetarians, there has been no au- 
thoritative guide dispelling the 
many myths regarding this lifestyle, 
along with a complete source of 
nutritional information to prevent 
vitamin, iron, or protein deficien- 


_ cies. That is, until now. 





After being asked time and time 
again to recommend a reference 
book on vegetarianism, three Brit- 
ish Columbian dieticians (and 
vegetarians) decided to write their 
own. Vesanto Melina, Brenda Dav- 
is, and Victoria Harrison have 
published a text called Becoming 
Vegetarian (paperback, 262 pp., 
$19.95), which was published by 
Macmillan Canada in June. It con- 
tains a wide array of up-to-date 
information in areas such as vege- 
tarian (and vegan) nutrition, menu 
planning, and recipes. 

Throughout the book, there are 
claims that the rates of degenera- 











other vegetarians, and I thought 
that most of them would be straight 
from the "70s in their looks. | 
walked into a vegetarian potluck 
and I was absolutely amazed at the 
mix of people that were there.

“It’s one of the most common pit- 
falls of someone who becomes 
vegetarian or eliminates red meat. 
What they do quite often is they cut 
out red meat and they start to use a 
lot of dairy in place of it, so instead 
ofhaving a hamburger, they'll have 
macaroni and cheese or pizza. The 
pitfall there is that dairy food prod- 
ucts are very, very low in iron. The 
second thing is that they actually 
inhibit the absorption of iron.

He makes you believe 
that the adolescent who is genuinely 
embarassed when late for school is the 
same kid who eats a crunchy bar while 
watching drug dealers shoot his sister's 
boyfriend/supplier. 

“Are they done?” asks the driver. 

“Looked done to me,” replies Fresh. 

It should be mentioned that the 
dialogue is as much of the street as the 
characters. Every other,.sentence.— 
heck every sentence, for that matter 
— uses the word “motherfucker” with 
wild abandon. Those with sensitive 
ears should be warned. 

Writer-director Boaz Yakin stages 
his sceneswith purpose and clarity. There 
aren’t many of the majestic, stylistic shots 
of, say, The Crow; since this is a movie 
about the streets, that is where the. cam- 
era stays. 

Ultimately, the movie becomes a 
brutal, inner city version of The Sting, as 
Fresh tries for the big score that will let 
him and his sister escape.

British screen star takes a wild walk on the feminine side

eautiful female actors are like 
B shiny new pennies — a new 
patch circulates every yeac — but 
beautiful male screen stars are a rare 
commodity. 

Not simply handsome or refined, 
beautiful movie men possess allur- 
ingly feminine features and a certain 
little-boy grace that brands them as 

separate from their peers — think of 
Rudolph Valentino, Cary Grant, 
Montgomery Clift and, of course, 
Terence Stamp. 

Born in London’s East End, the 
ambitious Stamp burst upon the film 
scene at the tender age of 23 with his 
debut performance in Peter Ustinov’s 
Billy Budd, in which he starred as 
the naive, Christ-like seaman who is 
court-martialed for murdering an evil 
officer. 

With gleaming, tender blue eyes 
and dyed blond hair he looked like a 
helpless animal being led to slaugh- 
ter, and although his work was 
simplistic, it earned him an Oscar 
nomination. 

Some know him for his '60s work 
in William Wyler’s The Collector or 
John Schlesinger’s Far From the Mad- 
ding Crowd, but younger film buffs 
will remember him as the nasty Gener- 

al Zod who battles Superman in

At the age of 55, Stamp has the 
kind of beauty that Australian writer/ 
director Stephan Elliott was looking 
to exploit when he cast him as a 
transsexual in his film The Adven- 
tures of Priscilla Queen of the Desert. 

~ Stamp plays Bernadette, an aging 
drag star who comes out of mourn- 
ing for his dead lover to tour with 
two of Syndey’s hottest drag queens

_ resort, this tacky threesome decides 
_ to buy a bus — christened Priscilla

“In playing Bernadette I found 
that I was responding with tremen- 
dous emotions between the words 
‘action’ and ‘cut,’” remembers 
Stamp.

didn’t even say goodbye. Then he 
sent a message to me saying he was 
sorry and so on, but he was abso- 
lutely lying, because I knew he had 
no interest in spending any time 
with me. 

“The truth is, I was madly in love 
with my co-star Silvana Mangano, 
so I didn’t care about Pier Paolo 
Pasolini, you know what I mean?” 
laughs Stamp. “If he’d wanted to 
talk to me, it would have been a 
distraction.” 

Stamp’s romantic affairs have 
been well-documented — by his 
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own hand — and he has paired up 
with such women as Julie Christie, 
Candice Bergen and swinging '60s 
model Jean Shrimpton. 

In her 1990 autobiography, 
Shrimpton describes Stamp as elu- 
sive and more concerned about his 
health-conscious diet than their re- 
lationship, Interestingly enough, this 
past year Stamp launched his own 
line of good-for-you snacks. 


Organic outcome 


“The whole thing came about or- 
ganically,” says Stamp. “I heard about 
this 12-year-old girl who was an 
amazing baker — people would kill 
for her chocolate cakes — but I 
couldn’t eat anything she made be- 
cause of my food allergies. This little 
girl offered to make mea cake using 
only the stuffI could eat. Sol went to 
her house, met her mother and got 
to know the family. 

“I had cured myself ofulcers when 
I was 27 by experimenting with food 
and getting to understand what 
works and what doesn’t work in my 
body. The mother of this little girl 
said we should start our own line of 
food, but I could feel I was resisting 
the idea. 

“I thought to myself, ‘I wonder 
why?’ I mean, I believe in the way I 
live, and although I think my diet 
and the way I eat is a private matter, 
there was no real reason to resist. So 
I decided to go along with the idea 
and then perhaps it would go away. 
Ofcourse the opposite happened — 
we created these healthy snacks, the 
Stamp Collection, and all the big 
supermarkets in Britain have taken 
them.” 

Stamp contends that the food busi- 
ness will remain a passionate hobby 
and he will continue his acting. I ask 
him if after 30 years of acting there is 
a single performance he treasures 
above all others? 

"I had an occasion to see The Col- 
lector \ast Christmas. Friends of mine 
hadn’t seen the movie and brought 
home the video when I was their 
house guest. Initially I was embar- 
rassed by this, but then I thought, 
this is silly. I knew them and I knew 
it was a good film, and so we watched 
it. I thought, yes, this is pretty good 
and I can’t see how I could have 
improved on what I had done. That 
was good to know.” e

Whimsical or fun 


“ Interestingly enough, the 
artists’ response was usually ‘Oh 
good, now I can let my fun side 
show.’ If I make something 
whimsical or fun I don’t have to 
give it to a family member for 
Christmas. I can do these things 
and still be considered ‘a serious 
artist.” What I want people to re- 
alize is that the work I’m dealing 
with here is serious in the sense 
that it is well executed and of 
high quality.

iaghiley once said to Jean 

Cocteau, “Astonish me.” 
And in grandiose fashion, the 
Ballet Russes, the company Di- 
aghilevy ran, turned the ballet 
world on its ear, heralding 
in the Renaissance of dance 
at the turn of this century. 
For example, Fokine’s Les Syl- 
phides, inspired by Isadora 
Duncan’s barefoot dancing, was 
an important break in ballet cho- 
reography, giving dance new 
freedom and paving the way for 
abstract ballet. 

Ironically, Lawrence Rhodes, 
Artistic Director of Montreal’s 
Les Grands Ballets Canadiens, 
started his own illustrious 
career as a dancer with the Bal- 
lets Russes de Monte Carlo. 
“For me, it was an amazing ex- 
posure to these incredible 
dances,” he said. 

Les Grands have their own 
unique, witty, sexy and cool 
look, just like the city of Mon- 
treal itself. But Rhodes has also 
brought a new zip, spirit, and 
style to these vivacious French 
Canadians. When I arrived,” he 








said, “I was thrilled that these 
ballets were already in the com- 
pany’s repertoire.” 

Recognized as ballet’s first 
impressario, Serge Diaghilev 
was neither a painter, compos- 
er, dancer, nor choreographer, 
but he had an innate ability 
to swoon wealthy benefactors, 
and assemble and direct some 
of the most gifted artists 
of our century. Nicknamed 
the “Chinchilla,” because of 
his monocle and his white, 
streaked hair, he was a crafty 
and shrewd businessman who 
knew how to create excitement 
and controversy. 


Artistic life 


He first went to St. Petersburg 


to study law, but became 
fascinated with the city’s artis- 
tic life and by 1908, had 
organized a series of Russian 
exhibitions, concerts and oper- 
as in Paris. He also formed a 
ballet company under the lead- 
ership of Michel Fokine, and 
created such a frenzy in their 
1909 Paris debut that the audi- 
ence ran down the aisles and 
tore off the orchestra rail in or- 
der to get onto the stage and 
embrace the dancers. 

An avowed homosexual, Di- 
aghilev had a relationship with 
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| ographer. 





Fokine, but soon 
fell for the compa- 
ny’s star dancer, 
Vaslav’ Nijinsky. 
Diaghilev dismissed 
Fokine, placing 
Nijinsky as _ the 
company’s chore- 
When 
Nijinsky had the 
audacity to get 
married, Diaghilev 
promptly fired him 
as well. 

Diaghilev was a 
hypochondriac and 
a diabetic who 
gorged himself on 
chocolates and 
champagne. He was 
highly  supersti- 
tious, and after a 
gypsy fortune tell- 
er predicted he 
would die on the 
water, Diaghilev 
became terrified of 
sea voyages. Ironi- 
cally, he died in 
Venice.

Representing the duality of our 
own nature, to be alone and to be 
together, each of the works cho- 
sen for the season shapes the 
contradiction. 


Rooted in culture 


Kicking off the season, Oct. 8- 
23, Quebec Roundup, a festival of 
readings, is six nights of new work 
by young Quebecois playwrights. 
The plays will be workshopped 
for a week then presented, free of 
charge, one each night of the six 
day week by a different cast. Root- 
ed in culture, the reading festival 
focuses beyond the French-Eng- 
lish, east-west tension. 

“We want the public to become 
more involved with the working 
process of theatre, to sneak behind 
the scenes for closer contact with 
the people who put works on 
Stage,” says Kugler. 

Following is Northern Light's 
production of Eugene Stick- 
land’s Some Assembly Required, 
Nov. 23-Dec. 11.

“We magnify, nourish and fierce- 
ly defend our differences...

I *s hard to believe its only been 
about three years since Feeding 
Like Butterflies emerged as one of 
Edmonton's brightest up and com- 
ing young bands.

On their 
new album Jobn and His Earth Suit, 
Johnson writes about, among other 
things, Jack Van Impe the late night 
televangilist infomercial king whose 
prophecies of Biblical destruction are 
presented in a news show format. “Jack 
Van Impe is just so goddamned con- 
vincing. It’s hard nottoget sucked in 
by his charisma,” says Johnson. Unu-

For a city that has gotten used to being 
passed over on the touring schedules of 
most major acts, /994 has been some- 
thing of a breakthrough year. First it was 
Pink Floyd, andthe band cailed the great- 
est rock and roll band in the world is set 
to roll into Edmonton’s Commonwealth 
Stadium for two shows on Oct. 4 and 5. 

Tickets for the Rolling Stones’ first 
show sold out within half an hour of 
going on sale. Tickets for the second 
show lasted only slightly longer. De- 
mand was so great that Edmonton 
telephone lines were almost overloaded, 
leaving many people without phone serv- 
ice for a brief time. it is the kind of 
response that concert promoters had 
hoped for when they agreed to include 
Edmonton in the Stones’ touring 
schedule. 

Mark Norman, the Vice President of 
Perryscope Productions, came to town 
personally to announce the Edmonton 
concert date. He explained that the

Bette Midler's loss was The Pursuit of 
Happiness’ gain. The Divine Miss M had to 
cancel a show last month after Oiler own- 
er Peter Pocklington decided to install his 
lavish skyboxes in Northlands Coliseum. 
And when the renovations forced pro- 
moters Perryscope Concert Productions 
to move a Meat Loaf-Cheap Trick bill to 
Commonwealth Stadium Aug. 28, the To- 
ronto band was asked to fill a third spot. 

“Thanks for the show, Peter,” said 
TPOH bandleader Moe Berg during a half- 
hour set that held its own with the 
Broadway bombast of Meat Loaf and the 





clownish antics of Cheap Trick. 

“Perryscope just called us up,” said 
former Edmonton rocker Berg about their 
appearance that had to start at 6:30 that 
night — long before the bulk of the re- 
ported 13,000 patrons had settled into 
their seats. “It wasn’t really different from 
any other show.” 

Currently without a manager or a label 
contract, Berg said that the band is “under 
negotiations” with a record company. “But 
talk is cheap until the record is out in the 
racks,” he said. 

The group, who scored internationally 


in 1988 with “I’m An Adult Now” and 
were subsequently dropped by the Chrys- 
alis and Mercury labels, isn't ruling out the 
possibility of going independent. 

“Being on a multi-national can sort of 
be a great thing or a crappy thing,” Berg 
said. “There are certain bands who would 
be better off on an indie label.” 

Berg also added that he felt fine after a 
mysterious ailment last month that left 
him temporarily paralyzed. As proof of his 
recovery, he attempted a Gizmo flip in the 
stadium’s south endzone after his band’s 
set.

True, their first four albums 

were a blend of rollicking M 

American black rhythms and whitebread 

pop, but they struck an adolescent jugular 

when the angst banks of Pete Townshend 
were set on overload.

covers of “Bony Maronie,” Young Man

helped build a springboard for metal 
mashers and welding students and “My 

Generation” flicked a switch ona ten-year 

incubation period that would hatch into 

the form of John Lydon and others of his ilk 

(In fact, the Pistols faithfully covered “Sub- 

stitute” in their prime.). Not bad for a 

bunch of snotty London lads who started 

out snorting Vespa scooter fumes and 
smashing Rickenbacker guitars. 
Despite its title, Thirty Years of Maximum 

R&B is not a greatest hits package, but a 

chronicle of The Who's creative paths 

replete with familiar tunes and anthems, 

covers, previously unreleased material, jin- 

gles and some mischevious Keith Moon 

sideshows. It’s not an evenly-oiled trail, 

since many of the entries focus on their 
The Who Sell Out, Who’s Next and Who Are 
You developmental stages, as opposed to 
Tommy, arguably their greatest contribu- 
tion to the mainstream market. 

But unlike the occasionally drippy nug- 
gets by The Beatles or the conspicuous 
arrogance of The Rolling Stones, The Who's 
lashing post-adolescent fury and confusion 

within this four-CD box set hit 

the nail on the head for malcontents like 
myself. Plus they were one hell of a band. 
Roger Daltrey’s ability to unleash his 
anger during the group’s existence was a 
large part of The Who's appeal and at 50, 
the blond-maned vocalist can still tackle a 
Stage with full abandon, even if he has the 
Julliard Orchestra sawing and tooting away 
behind him. On Celebration. with help from 
Walk-ons by surviving Who members John 
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tunes, flag on the front, and heartfelt per- 
formances inside. It's excellent driving 
music, too

MEDICINE BONE 
Struggling Feast 
(Big Super Heavy) 


It was with great anticipation that | tore 
open the shrink wrap from this, the newest 
project headed up by that local kick-butt 
guitarist, Preston Williams. Sadly, it was 
with just as great a sense of disappoint- 
ment that listened: I dunno... | can’t exactly 
put my finger on it but something pro- 
foundly important is missing from these 
most recent sessions. The debut record- 
ings by Williams, Eiriksson, Armstrong and 
Pikula contained not only delicate subtlety 
and texture but frequent flashes of real-life 
musical firepower. What happened? 

By chance, did the use of (Ugh!) charts 
somehow come into play this time around? 
| mean, the best thing about P. Williams is 
that, until now it seems, all of his stuff 
sounded like it had evolved through hours 
of experimental jamming, late into the 
night, until the songs themselves were 
telling the players what to do; by contrast, 
Struggling Feast seems...compromised. 
There’s a pervasive sense of earthbound, 
un-rockand roll-ish professional technique- 
ism that seeps into each of the four tracks 
— uh, it’s a hard thing to explain—there’s 
a lot of flailing, but where sparks are 
supposed be flying like 90, instead we get 
a bothersome sense of rigidity to the whole 
affair. 

Then again, | thought, who the hell am | 
to talk? Just so | could at least fee! more like 
a guy who knew what he was talking about, 
! listened to Preston’s first release again, to 
compare. Nope, this new material just 
doesn't scale the same heights as Williams’ 
previous work did with such relative ease, 
and don’t you make no mistake about it, 
my dear reader, this guy has recorded 
some EFFING GOOD STUFF, it’s just that 
(gulp) not very much of it wound up on this 


particular tape. 

I'm sure he'll rebound, but in the mean- 
time how, with any sort of sensitivity, do 
you tell someone that you like his last 
recordings way better than his new ones? 
Shit, I'm sorry, Pres. I'm just being hard on 
you because my expectations are so high. 
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story/concept albums as Paradise Theatre 
and Kilroy Was Here. Now that the concept 
album trend is happily by the wayside, 
Tommy is a Broadway hit, and Pink Floyd 
are selling out stadiums, Dennis DeYoung 
is out with this comparatively humble ef- 
fort: a pleasant bouquet of musical stand- 
ards, which boasts “nary a power chord or 
Marshall amplifier.” True enough; there is 
no rock ‘n roll here at all. 

To his credit, DeYoung has the pipes. 
Unlike so many other aging rock stars his 
hearing is not destroyed, nor has his voice 
been shredded by too many cigarettes. His 
crystal-clear tenor easily has the range for 
the demands of broadway fare, and 
DeYoung has a feel for dramatic phrasing. 
He can even do vibrato. 

On Broadway features Gershwin classics 
“Summertime” from Porgy and Bess and 
“Someone to Watch Over Me,” “Pilate’s 
Dream” from Jesus Christ Superstar, “Bring 
Him Home” from Les Miz, an unfortu- 
nately pop-ified version of “Memories” 
from Cats, that “sing-it-children” show- 
stopper “It’s In Every One of Us” (with 
obligatory choral singers) and others. 

If this album suffers from anything, it 
would be the producer’s memories of 
DeYoung as the guy who used to sing 
“Babe.” “Memories” and “Pilate’s Dream” 
(sadly reminiscent of Sting) particularly 
suffer from MOR arrangements. This could 
be easily corrected if he would take the 
example of Holly Cole or other more 
experienced crooners and, basically, just 
go whole hog — forget that radio thing if 
you're gonna do it. 

Allin all, there’s a new world out there 
for Mr. DeYoung, as the next Phantom, the 
next Liza Minelli or whatever. Unlike a 
slew of rock-worlders who've taken stabs 
at more, shall we say, “refined” musical 
forms, Mr. DeYoung seems to have the 
equipment to make the crossover. If he 
keeps it up, he could find a whole new 
audience, who've never heard of Styx 
(which, believe me, is an asset under any 
circumstance), or, for that matter, of the 
Rolling Stones. Keep it up Dennis, you've 
got kids to put through college.
